tion crowding for consideration in the 
house this week. 
The sundry civil 
appropriation bill still lias the right of 
way, 
and if uninterrupted 
will be 
passed by Thursday. 
The District of 
Columbia has the right of way under 
the rules, but efforts are being made 
to sidetrack this order in favor of the 
civil bill. 
As efforts to have the senate change 
its motion respecting the railroad rate 
bill have failed, and this measure will 
have to be considered in the house 
before a second 
conference can be 
had, It is planned 
to make this the 
first business of the week. 
Just how 
far the discussion will go, and wheth­ 
er a special rule limiting debate will 
be brought in, are details which have 
not yet been determined. 
The fact 
that the 
house is required 
to con­ 
sider this, tile first report of the con­ 
ferees, which, in effect, lugs been re­ 
jected by the senate, will reverse the 
order of consideration on the second 
report of the conferees, giving it to 
the house first and to the senate last. 
The omnibus public 
building bill, 
carrying 
authorizations 
for 
public 
omnibus buildings aggregating more 
than $20,000,000, is to he brought in 
and passed under a special 
rule as 
soon as tile sundry civil hill has been 
sent to the senate. 
The pure food 1)111 will he brought 
forward as the next 
subject of con 
glderatlon, to he laid aside for taking 
up of conference reports. 
One 
of the 
early actions 
of the 
week will be the consideration of the 
agricultural bill with its worrisome 
meat inspection 
amendment attach­ 
ment. 
The plan is to get tills bill in­ 
to conference at the earliest possible 
moment. Members of the agricultural 
committee 
have 
become 
impressed 
with the necessity 
for haste in any 
action to he 
taken. 
Continued and 
increasing injury to the livestock in­ 
terests have 
been set forth 
to the 
committee with evident effect. 
The 
committee will take up the Beveridge 
amendment at once, and bring in a 
report to the house on that subject as 
soon as possible. 
A 
motion will be 
made to disagree to all senate amend­ 
ments, including the beef inspection 
provision, and ask the senate for a 
conference. 
As soon as the senate acts on the 
Indian appropriation hill conference 
report, which is expected early in the 
week, tills report will he called up for 
action in the house.
